New Orleans, La., March 17. — Spirited finishes and 
several conspicuous form reversals characterized to- 
day’s 8iH>rt. The handicap In which Green Seal and 
John Carrojl fought it out for first place, with the 
Corrigan representative winning in the last stride, 
was a tbrlHer and caused the big throng keen enjoy- 
ment. In the early running Green Seal bad set a 
heart -breaking pace which had his early opponents 
driving hard to keep within striking distance of 
him. At the last furlong i>ost Green Seal appeared 
a certain winner and Dugan became careless when 
John Carroll, at this point, began making one of 
his characteristic rushes and, coming from a rear 
position, s^t sail after the leader, gradually gaining 
on him and getting up in the last stride. 

In the 'sprint race which 'followed. Bellwether 
set tbe gossips to complaining when be showed as- 
tounding improvement by winning easily, defeating 
some of the best sprinters at the course. The judges 
immediately began an investigation of his luconsis- 
Yeut running and bis trainer was at a loss to account 
for his sudden giwd form. The officials later droppe<I 
the investigation on information that owner Math- 
ews had arranged to ship his entire string tonight 
to Washington, D. C. 

The st^apteckase <wer the sliort course went to 
^ the suddenly improved Rejectable, which won in a 
hard drive oter Lindale. Buckman, which finished 
third, was the early leader by a wide margin, but 
when approaching the last two obstacles he tired 
badly. 

Jack Witt again demonstrated that he is above 
the average by the easy manner in which he dis- 
posed of bis opponents in the closing race. 

Water t^k)oler, under skillful riding, got up in 
the last stride to win the sixth race. I^ady Almy, 
which finished second, might have won with a 
stronger rider. 

The opening race went to the McCormick disap-' 
pointment. Gloriole. Th? sister to Glorlfier was 
clearly best of the baud that started and won with 
mnch In reserve. 

E. Corrigan’s Lorimer upset a good thing when 
he finished in front of Wausau in the third race. 

S. C. Hildreth sent a telegram today to trainer 
Dave Leary to restrain jwkey E. Dugan from ac- 
cepting any moit^mounts until after the running of 
the City Park Derby, in which Dugan will have 
the mount on Meelick. Hildreth’s action is the re- 
sult of fear that the rider might meet with a mis- 
hap and deprive him of bis services. 

Jockey C. Koerner, who was susi>ended by starter 
Cassidy last Saturday for ten days, will l>e allowed 
to ride in stake engagements for Edward Corrigan 
during his period of suspension. ®

Dion K. Kerr has arrived from Warrenton, Va., 
with his stable of jumpers. It includes Essex II. 
Fin MacCool and Follow On. Mr. Kerr’s candidate in 
the Dinner Stakes is the two-year-old Young Roe, 
a chestnut colt by Roehampton — Aunt Sally and one 
of the first fouls of the sire which has ^or several 
years stood at the head of Dr. James Kerr’s Antrim 
Stud. It Is not likely that Follow On will start 
during the meeting, as it Is the intention of Dr. 
Kerr to mate her this spring with th^ American 
Derby winner, Sidney Lucas, which he lately leased 
from H. T. Oxnard to succeed Roehampton at An- 
trim. 

Pierre Lorillard Jr.’s Mooksic and Huddy, whidi 
were wintered at the track, are In charge of Charles 
Douglas, the colored trainer, who has spared no 
pains to complete thoir education over the jumps. 

Colonel Robert Neville has brought a number of 
jumpers from Pelham Farm and the best of them Is 
Sir Wooster and The Miner. The latter has not 
raced under colors for several years. 

S. S. Howland has been appointed steward to 
represent the Jockey Club and will occupy bis ac- 
customed place in the stand again this spring. 



IS DECLARED NO CONTEST. 



STARTER OVERLOOKS HORSE IN FRONT OF 
THE BARRIER AT OAKLAND. 



Janets Defeats Johnny Lyons and Import in a Fast 
Mile Dash — ^May Amelia’s Victory Causes 
Trouble and the Stewards Get Busy. 



Oakland, Cal., Mardi 17. — S't. Patrick’s day at 
the Oakland race course was a gala affair. All the 
prominent Irish organisations of Oakland and San 
Francisco were represented. James Corley, Rlcbar.d 
Heaney, William I.ienatie, Rleard O’Donnell and 
many other high officials of the Ancient Order of 
Hibernians of the state of California were there 
to lend eclat to the occasion. 

The fine card offered by the New California Jockey 
Club developed splendid sport throughout. The big 
feature, the St. Patrick Handicap at one mile, pro- 
duced a splendid racing spectacle aud aroused great 
enthusiasm among the • spectators. Janeta, an ex- 
treme outsider in the betting, earned the verdict 
by a close margin in a thrilling finish between 
three, Johnny Lyons and Import, the contenders, not 
being beaten until lii the very last stride. The 
winner’s , improvement was very sudden and the 
stewards may investigate the running of the horses 
trained l»y H. A. Cotton. 

This stable and its connections also furnished a 
reversal in the victory of May Amelia, In which 
case the stewards took summary action by suspend- 
ing Jockey R. Davis indefinitely for a suspected 
dishonest ride on May Amelia in her previous race 
when ahe was badly beaten. It is rumored, hoA'- 
ever, that this mare was not half fit nor meant on 
that occasion, that there was a combination In favor 
of Belle of Iroquois, which failed to deliver the 
goods. The blame was laid on jockey W. Kelly, 
who was set down by bis stable. This action 
aroused the suspicion of the stewards, who pro- 
ceeded to investigate on their own account. It is 
said that Matt Reis, who owns Belle of Iro- 
quois, was of the opinion that he had been double 
crossed by his own rider. 

From a speculative standpoint the afternoon’s 
sport was disastrous to race-goers. Every favorite 
except the last was beaten. The juvenile race 
furnished a sensational fiasco, for which the starter 
was seemingly responsible. Colli ce, which bad not 
returned to the barrier from a false start, and while 
a sixteenth of a mile in front of the barrier, was 
overlooked aud the field was sent off without her. 
Pomare, from the Spreckels establishment, won by 
a magnificent effort. Under the rules there was no 
alternative but to declare it no contest. This was 
accordingly done by the stewards. Bets were, of 
course, void under this decision. On account of the 
age of the racers it was decided not to run the 
race over again, and, except tor form purposes, it 
does not go. 

NEW YORK’S ANTI-RACING LEGISLATION. 



New York, March 17. — There is little really new 
on the anti-racing legislation matter at Albany. 
The judiciary committee will hold a hearing tomor- 
row on the Percy-Gray amendment. Today Agnew 
tried to have his bill amending the penal code made 
a special order for tomorrow, but^piis attempt was 
defeated by Senator Grady, who objected on the 
ground that he must give one day’s notice in writ- 
ing. Senator Raines then moved that the senate 
adjourn and Agnew was shut out. It is not thought 
that these bills will- he reached this week, as there 
is a long calendar ahead of them. 

It Is repwted from Albany that Senator Cuvilller 
has four amendments to the bills as they now stand, 
which he will present. The first amendment will be 
identical with the MeCarren amendment in the sen- 
ate, making tbe bills take effect September 1, instead 
of immediately. The second will provide an alternate 
penalty of $250 to $500 fine instead of a year’s im- 
prisonment. The third will give the court dis- 
cretionary power to suspend judgment, which is 
denied under the bills. The fourth will affect the 
Percy-Gray law solely, providing that where no 
money is passed, the wager is not a bet in the eyes 
of the law. 

Here in New York the racing forces are all 
very quiet but by no means inclined to believe that 
they are beaten. There seems to be a certainty that 
they have a majOTity In the senate, but there are 
members who are harangued so much by their 
churches and their friends that It is doubtful whether 
they can be induced to vote as they feel cm the mat- 
ter. The papers are gradually taking a turn some- 
what in favor of racing and a strong effort will be 
made to pass the amendment making the bill take 
effect September 1, if nothing better. 

James R. Keene, It is said, will send ten or a 
dozen two-year-olds to England at once if the bills 
are passed. A number of these are entered In the 
Derby and other big events for 1909. 

Jockey W. Knapp was denied a license at the 
meeting of the stewards yesterday. A number of 
trainers’ licenses were also laid on the table, among 
them being Benny Beach, A. W. Claxon, Jack Thorii- 
by and Charles Hill. 

Empire City stakes filled well, but manager Winn 
refused to give anything out as yet. 

Fred Burlew Is buck from New Orleans aud will 
take charge of his stable at once.
